For they contain the Great Ground of our Title to 
Happineſs, the ſure Anchor and firm Foundation of our 
Hope, which is bottom'd on the great Worth and Dig- 
nity of our Zigh-Prieft, his Ability to ſave to the utter- 
moſt all that lay hold on him by a lively Faith ; which 
to them that.do ſo, becomes the joyful Evidence of that 
Intereſt and Aſſurance, which creates a ſolid SatisfaQion, 
an inward Joy and Conlolation, rejoycing in the Merits, 
and triumphing in the All ſufficiency of tuch a Saviour, 
as is able to ſave to the uttermoſt all that come unto God by 
Him, ſeeing he ever liveth to make Interceſſion for them, 

Happy is that Sou! that. relying on his Saviours All- 
ſufficiency, can rejoyce ina ſence of its Intereſt in him : 
Bleſſed is that Faith that is founded on this Rock of Ages, 
One mighty to ſave ( in the Prophets Character of him ) 
to whom we may cheerfully truſt our Salvation, and 
need not fear, and ſhall not be aſhamed : Happy is that 
Mind that can repoſe its Confidence in a full and firm 
Perſwaſion of 'the Salvation purchaſed by its All-power- 
ful Saviour : Pleaſant are thoſe Reflexions which accom- 
pany a Life of Faith, which over-looks this preſent State, 
and ( with St. Stephen) ſees Heaven it ſelf opened, and 
Jeſus ſtanding at the Right Hand of GOD, ready to re- 
ceive thoſe that depend on him, into thoſe Manſions of 
Glory, where he is now continually interceding for them : 
Happy ſhall we be, if the Conſideration of our Saviours 
Fullneſs engage our Obedience to him, and enflame our 
Deſires and Aﬀections after him, ſo as to commit. our 


Souls 
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Souls to him in welk-doing, and truſt him with the Sal- 
vation of them, through a full Afurance of the Suffici- 
ency of his Merits, and the prevalency of his nterceſſon. 
Now that we may be thus atfeCted, ſhall be the Deſign 
of my Diſcourſe ; and ſhall think my ſelf happy, if our 
Meditations on theſe Words may have the fame Influ- 
ence upon us, which I doubt not they had on that Ex- 
cellent Perſon, that left them for the preſent Subject, be- 
ing deſirous that others ſhould reap the ſame fatisfaQi- 
on that She found in them, In order whereunto, I ſhall 
briefly run over the Severals of the Text, and then en- 
deavour to apply it to the Inſtrutions of Wiſdom and 
ſeaſonable Application. 

The Words are part of one of the Seven Arguments, 
wherewith the Apoſtle in this Chapter magnifies and ex- 
alts the Sacerdotal Office of Chriſt, above that of the 
Aaronical Prieſthood. This Sixth Argument begins at 
the 23d. Verſe, And they truly were many Prieſts, becauſe 
they were not ſuffered to continue by ow 4 of Death ; but 
This Man, becauſe he continueth for ever, hath an unchan 
able Prieſthood : As if he had ſaid, the Levitical Prieſts 
were Mortal, but Chriſt is /mmorta! ; they were conti- 
nued by Succeſſion, but he abideth for ever, and therefore 
hath a better, becauſe an wwchangeable Prieſthood : And 
becauſe he hath ſo, therefore he 1s able #0 ſave to the mt- 
termeſt, ſince he never fails to prevail for thoſe for whom 
he intercedes, and he never ceaſes to intercede for thoſe Wl © 
that come to God by him, '/ace he ever /iveth to make WH+ 
Interceſſion for them. ; 


The 
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"The main Point then in the Text, 7s the Aſſertion of 
Chriſts All-ſufficiency for the Work of our Salvation, back'd 
with a 7wo-fold Reaſon ; the One drawn from the Incom. 
municableneſs of his Prieſthood, the Orher from the. laſt 
AQt of it, which is his Interceſſion : To which I ſhall 
add what is here alſo expreſt, The Qualification of thoſe 
that receive the Benefit of his Intercefſion, they muſt be ſuch 
as come to God by him : That as the one 'is the great 
Ground of our Faith, ſo the other may become- the ſure 
Anchor of our Hope and Confidence, that we 'do.not pre-; 
ſume for Salvation by him, till we apply. our ſelves to 
him for it, and by Faith lay hold on the Merits of his 
Death, and the Prevalency of his Interceſſion. ! 


Firſt, The All-ſufficiency of Chriſt in the Work 'of 
Man's Salvation, is the great Thing here aſſerted. . Z7e 
is able to ſave to the uttermoſt, Els 73 'may]eabs, the Phraſe is 
Emphatical, and may denote elther' ad perfeZum (as 
ſome render it ) the Compleatneſs of the ' Salvation 
wrought by him ; or i» perpetuum ( as others ) the Pers 
manency and Perpetuity of-it ; or elſe the PerfeQion bf 
his Influence in working out ſo mighty Salvation'for.us.:. 


I. The Salvation he wrought for us, is every way complete 
and perfet. He faves from the loweſt degree of Sin-and 
Miſery, to the higheſt Pitch of Glory and Happineſs : :He 
delivers us from all Evil, and ſets us beyond the reach 
of it : He delivers us from the hands of our Enemies; ; 
and he exalts us in Triumph over them : - He-leaves.nd | 
thing unaccompliſhed, that can be reckoned any tenden-

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cy to, or part of, our Salvation: Whatever good Work 
he has begun, he will perform and finiſh it, Phil. r. 6. He 


"will ſtabliſh us in the Faith, and at laſt make Faith per- 


fe and conſummate, being the Author and Finiſher of 
it, Heb. 12.2. He makes Men ready to every good word 


' and work, and preſerves their whole ſpirit, ſoul and body 


blameleſs to his coming, 1 Thel. 5.23. And then he will 
improve Grace into Glory, and ſummate the Happineſs 
already commenc'd in endleſs Fruition: Which is ano- 


ther Notion of the Phraſe, and denotes ; 


II. The Permanence and Perpetuity of his Salvation. 
The Purchaſe he made for us, 1s of an Inheritance Eter- 
nal in the Heavens, incorruptible, and undefiled, that fadeth 
not away: His Kingdom is an everlaſting Kingdom, that 
has no Bounds, and knows no End. Fe ſaveth to the 
uttermoſt, that is, for ever, than which nothing can be 


more, or rather, beyond which nothing is. Other Savi- 
ours and Deliverers hath God raiſed up for his People, 
' but for a Time onely ; but he made his Son an ever- 
laſting Saviour, He ſent him to purchaſe Eternal Re- 


demption for us, Heb. 9. 12. 


ITI. His ſaving to the uttermoſt, may denote the power of 


bis Influence, the perfettion of all his Undertakings in the 


work of our Salvation.. Whatever was to be done, he alone 
was able to do it; whatever he undertook to do, he 
perfected and finiſhed it. Was there a Price to be paid? 
He laid down his own Life, a moſt valuable Purchaſe, 


a precious Ranſome. Were there Enemies to be ſubdued, 
B which | 
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which required Power and Authority to effet it > Be- 
thold him fat down on the Right Hand of the Majeſty 
on high, inveſted with all Power both in Heaven and 
Earth. Do we need daily Pardon and Favour from God ? 
Behold him continually interceding for us with the moſt 
efficacious Oratory of his Blood and Merits, preſenting 
{that before his Father, and by Vertue of that Meritori- 
ous Oblation reconciling him to us. Thus he ſaves all 
[manner of ways, by all manner of means: Nothing 
lis wanting to our Salvation, nothing can be done to 
tmake it more complete and perfet. And all this the 
&Apoſile here confirms by a double Reaſon ; 
& 1. From the Uncommunicableneſs of his Prieſthood 
©(in the Verſe foregoing ) this Man hath *amyddor hy 
Ezow/yy, Sacerdotium nunquam tranſiturum, that cannot 
E paſs away, that does uot deſcend from Father to Son ; in- 
'tranſibile, ſuch as paſſeth not from him to any other ; which 
#15 as much as to ſay, ſuch as has no Succeſſor in his Me- 
diatorial Office, he being the only yet withal eternal Me- 
*diator, and therefore is able to ſave to the uttermoſt. 
” 2+. From his continual Interceſlion, which is the laſt 
At of his Prieſthood, he ever /iveth to make Interceſſion 
for #s. There are Two Parts, or Offices of Chrilt's 
Prieſthood, the one of offering up himſelf a Sacrifice on 
*the Croſs, the other, his appearing before God in Hea- 
ven, and there preſenting the Merits of that Blood and 
'Sacrifice, which is his interceding for us. We read, Rev. 
'8. 3- Another Angel came and ſtood at the Altar, having 
a Golden Cenſer, and there was given unto him much In- 
cenſe, that he ſhould offer it with the Prayers of all Saints

| Now great is the Force of the Apoſtles Reaſon, to? 
| 9 prove his Ability to ſave to the uttermoſt, ſeeing he ever | 
= /;veth to make [nterceſſion : For he dyed to merit our 
| Salvation, but he ever liveth actually to confer it up- 
0 on thoſe that come to God by him. If he had not 
lived again by his Reſurrection, ( whereby he was decla- | 
red to be the Son of God with power, Rom. 1. 4.) orif? 
he had revived but for ſome time onely, and not for 
ever, we had not been raiſed from our Sins, nor Death 
perteCtly ſubdued : But ſince wecan affirm with'St. Paul, } 
Roms. 6. 9. That he being raiſed from the dead, dyeth no} 
more, death hath no more Dominion over him; ſince he} 
iveth for ever, we may ſtrongly argue with the ſame 
Apoſtle, Rom. 5. 10. If when we were Enemies, we were 
B 2 reconciled} 
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reconciled to God by the Death of his Son, much more be- 
ing reconciled, we ſhall be ſaved by his Life, If he being 
riſen, was able to exalt himſelf to a Life glorious and 
immortal, we have proof ſufficient of his Ability, fo ſave 
to the uttermoſt. 

Yet the ſtrength of the —_— lyes not in his be- 
ing riſen to Lite, but in his /zving for ever to this end 
that he may intercede for us. For others beſides him, 
(hall live for ever: Angels are immortal, and the 
Saints ſhall ſurvive to Eternal Ages, yet both of them 
are ſo far from being able ?o ſave to the uttermoſt, that 
they could neither Purchaſe Salvation for themſelves, 
nor others. The Higheſt Angel in Heaven could not 
Redeem ſo much as one of their own Laps'd Tribe, nor 
all the Celeſtial Hierarchy, the whole Angelick Order, 
fave any of the fallen Angels. The greateſt Saint in 
Glory could not ſo much as Redeem his own Soul, or give 
to God a Ranſom for it. But 'tis his Sole Prerogative 
whole proper Office it is to intercede, and who there- 
fore lives for ever that he may execute an Eternal Prieſt- 
hood, the Conſummation of which Conſiſts in his in- 
terceſſion at the Throne of Grace. 

Now that we may better apprehend the manner, and 
Efficacy of his interceſſion, I ſhall briefly point at the 
Method and Order, as well as the Power and Prevalen- 
cy of it. Neceſlary then it was that Chriſt having made 
an Oblation on earth to Appeale offended Juſtice, thould 
have fomething alſo to preſent before the tace of his Fa- 
ther in Heaven : For otherwiſe by the Apoſtles Argu- 
ing, he had not been a Compleat Prieſt, Heb. 8. 4. F.

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be were on Earth, he ſhould not be a Prieſt, i. e, if he had 


E ſtaid ſtill on Earth after the Sacrifice of himlelt, he had 
& not becn a perfect Prieſt, he had left his work imper- 


a 


 feCt, he had not fullfill'd the part of an Interceſtor, which 
8 was to be the laſt Act & Conſummation of his Prieſt-hood, 
$ For in this he was to anſwer to his Type the High Prieſt, 


who without entring into the Holy of Holys, was not 


8 a perfect High Prielt; for, to offer there, was the pro- 


per and peculiar Act of the High Prieſthood. And fo 
it was our Saviours Office to enter into Heaven, and 
there become our Advocate, as before he made him-/ 
ſelf a Propitiation for us (as the Apoſtle concludes the 
Argument,) Heb. 8. 1. We have ſuch an High Prieſt who 
is ſet on the right hand of the Throne of the Majeſty in 
the Heavens, v1z. to preſent this his Sacrifice before the 
Mercy-Seat, which is the peculiar Office and Conſum- 
mation of his Glorious Prietthood, This is what the A- 
poſtle calls his appearing, in the preſence of God for us, 
Heb. 9. 24. Namely, when we are Summoned before 
the Tribunal of Juſtice, there to an{wer the Charge laid 


I againſt us, then he appears as our Advocate, and Pre- 


ſents to his Father the Merits of that Oblation, which 
he made of himlclf as a full fatisfa&tion to his Juſtice, 
which tho* offered but once, yet. does remain for ever 
before the Mercy-Seat, and is continually offered up by 
him who continues a Priclt for ever. 

And all this he does as a. publick Perſon, preſenting 
himſelf in our Nature, and in his own, as a Mediator 
between God and man, as a Pledge and Surety for us : 
And he preſents his own Merits as a publick fatisfation 

to 
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to the Juſtice of God for the debt of Sin, as « publick 
price for the Redemption of Mankind : All which being : 
offered to the Father by the Son of his Love, in whom 
he is well pleaſed, /'and who appointed him to this Of- 
fice, cannot fail of making a powerfull interceſſion on 
our behalf for all that his Meritoriaus ſufferings for 
us did deſerve, either for the Expiation of Sin, or the 
purchaſe of Salvation, 

Now this is necetlary to be obſerv'd, to manifeſt the 
falſity of that diſtiation Coyn'd in the Church of Rome, 
between Mediators of Redemption and Interceſſion, where- 
by to maintain the - Invocation of Saints and Angels, 
who may therefore (lay they ) be pray d unto, becauſe 
they intercede to Ged for us. 

But ſuppoſe they do pray for us, ( which yet we are : 
not abſolutely certain of, the Scripture having no where? 
told us fo, and the great Service of Glorifyed Saints con- 
ſiſting rather in Anthems of Praiſe, than in Requeſts and ' 
Prayers) but allowing that they do pray for us as an ' 
Effect of their Charity, ( which we know remains there, 
and is no doubt in an high meaſure extended to the 4 
Members of the Church Militant) yet that may be done 
with Relation to the State of the Church in general, ; 
whoſe welfare they wiſh and pray for, as an Expretlion 
of their Charity, not as an Act of their Office to Sup- ! 
plicate for particular perſons, For where are they Au: ? 
thorized to ſuch an Office? Or can we imagine them to 
run before they be ſent (as ſome in the Church Milt- | 
tant do) or take to themſelves that Honour without 
being called of God, without a ſpecial Deſignation to

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"fuch an high Employment > No ſure; 'tis part of their 


Where the Apoſtle ſeems as if he deſigned to obviate 
that common Plea of theirs, that being ſo unworthy of our 


Wor ſo the Text lays, He is able to ſave to the uttermoſt 
trhoſe that come to God by him. Which leads to the next 
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Glory, and the great Matter of their Joy to behold their 
$1viour fulfilling thar laſt ACt of his Prieſtood in Heaven, 
who onely can 1intercede, becauſe he alone has Merits to 
preſent whereby to ſupplicate before his Father, For he 
that is an Advocate mult be a Propitiation too; and we 
know we have ſuch a» Advocate with the Father, but we 
know no other ; and he that can intercede, mult be able 
alſo to ſave to the uttermoſt ; but who dare give that Glo- 
ry to Angels or Saints which belongs ſolely to Chriſt, 
through whom alone we have boldneſs and acceſs with Con- 
fidence by the Faith of him, Eph. 3. 12. If Faith in him 

e the Ground of our Confidence, thall we apply our 
ſelves to any other in whom we have not believed?

"They are Strangers to the Covenant of Grace, that look 
for Pardon of Sin by any other means than through the 
Blood of Chriſt: They know not what Salvation is that 
hope to obtain it by any other Name, than his that pur- 
chaſed it, ſince there is no other Name given under Hea- 
ven whereby we may be Saved, Ads 4. 12. The Name 
given him by the Angel at his Conception, carryed its 
import with it, St. Mat. 1. 21. 7hou ſhalt call his Name 
' Jeſus, for he ſhall ſave his People from their Sins. It is 
a Name at Which all things bow both in Heaven and 
Earth : It ſpeaks Reconcilation on Earth, and Interce(- 
ſion in Heaven, and miſcrable are their hopes that are 
founded on any other, tho' they be the Friends of God, 
tho' the Favourites of the Court of Heaven, yet if no 
Man can- Redeem his own Soul, much leſs anothers ; 
and in Reſpe&t of Redemprion, and Eternal Salvation, 
we may fay of them as Job of his Friends, Miſerable 
Comforters are they all. Neither Angels, nor Saints are* 
appointed to be Mediators ; neither the one nor the 


"other ſhed their Blood to Redeem us ; nor if they had,

'rits, and in confidence. of his Interceſſion.

15. for what can God himſelf do more for 
man: Or, What can man 'do lefs than cloſe with fo 
gracious an Offer » Who 'would not be glad to hear of 
a Saviour? 'Who would refuſe to come-to ſuch a Sa- 
viour, in whom nothing 15 wanting that may allay a Sin- 
ners Fears, and encourage his Hopes? The very Name | 
of an Advocate ſpeaks Courage to a guilty Criminal ; 
but how - ſhould we be encouraged to come to ſuch an 
Advocate as cannot. be miſtaken in his Plea, nor fail in 
his Interceffion 2 Weigh but St. John's \OharaQter of him | 
as ſuch, and then tell me whether you want any thing 
to enliven your Faith, or encourage your Dependance ! 
on him? We have, ( fays'he) an Advocate with the. 
Father, Jeſus Chriſt the Righteous, Every part of the' 
Deſcription is an Argument for our Faith, and Ground 
of our Aſſurance. 1 can but point at the Chief : He's 
an Advocate, and fo is to allege for the Jufttfication of 
his Client; and you know we are juftifed by the Faith” 
of him. He's to appear in our ſtead; and you have 
heard he ever lives to that purpoſe now, to appear in the 
Preſence of God for us, Heb. 9. 24. He's an Advocate with 
the Father ; and that gives greater Encouragement fill ; 
tor that ſpeaks his Relation to the Judge, and we need 
not doubt of the Judges Favour, when we have his:Son 
to ſpeak for us: It ſhews that he's appointed by the Fudge ; 
and, If God be for us, who can be againſt us > Rom.'8.'31. 
lc intimates our Relation to him and the Fudge ; for being 
with -the Father, and being our Elder Brother, he-has

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made him alſo our Father,-as he himſelf faid, Job. 13. 
'26, I go to my Father and your Father, to my God and your 
God. . Further, He's a Righteous Advocate; Righteous in 
himſelf, without Spot or Blemiſh, and-ſo alone fit to un- | 
dertake for the. Unrighteous: Righteous i his Plea, ha- ' 
ving payd the Debt we: owed, and Jaid down a Valy- 
able Compenſation for the Purchaſe he made ; and he's ' 
Righteous to us, viz. In applying to us all the Benefits 
.of his undertaking for us, ſo that 1f we perform what : 
he requires. from us, we may in Juſtice expe what he : 
[has promiſed-us ; which made St. Fohn ſay, 1f we confeſs 
,our Sins, He is Faithful and Juſt to forgive us our Sins. 
So that here Mercy and Fuſtice kils each other, and if ' 
either can invite, or, both can perſwade, we have in ſuch 
.an Advocate all:that'can encourage us to come to God | 
by him, all that ;can facilitate our Hopes, and evidence j 
the Aſſurance of Salvation through him. |

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Rom. 8. 334 34. Who ſhall lay any thing to the Charge 
of God's Eleft > It is God that juſtifieth, Who is he 
that condemneth > It is Chriſt that dyed, yea rather that 
is riſen again ( and as a further Ground of Safety, and 
ſure Comfort too ) who #5 even at the Right Hand of God, 
| who alſo maketh Tnterceſſion for us. With this it repells 
all the Alarms of Fear and Deſpondence : In this it re- 
joyces over all Tribulations: With this it eludes the 
Snares of Temptations: Wuth this it quenches all the 
fiery. Darts of- the Devil; and by this it triumphs o're 
the-Fears of Death, ( which ſpeaks Terror indeed to Na- 
ture, but not to Grace ) and looking on it as an Enemy 
alrcady vanquiſhed by its Saviour, doubts not but thro' 
him alſo to obtain the Victory over it. 

Now what. more pleaſant and rejoycing, than ſuch a 
Life of Faith? What more ſatisfactory than ſuch ; Af 
ſurances at the Apprehenſions of Death? Certainly, 
did we know how to value both, it would quicken-us 
to a-watchful Endeavour after ſo happy an Attainment. 
Could we rightly eſtimate the Worth of our Saviours 
WW Interceſlion, it would captivate our Thoughts with ra- 
viſhing Delight, and rcliſh-in our Meditations'of ,it, and 
kindle in our Minds the Warmth of Holy Joy and Rap- 
ture in the Contemplation of it, and endear that Patt of | 
our Saviour's Undertaking to our Choyceſt Thoughts * 
and Atections, as a lively Faith does every thing that / 
belongs to him, as St. Peter obleryes, 1 Eph.

Her Temper was ſteady -and even, equal 'to the very. 


-beſt, and Superior to moſt of her Sex, which if more 
Rare tobe met with, is more highly to be valued when

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found in the weaker Sex. An exat Harmony, and: e- 
qual proportion of the Elements, Naturaliſts ſay muſt 
Concurr to a fine, and even Temperament of Body : 
And in the Temper of Her mind there ſeem'd fo juſt 
a proportion of thoſe diſpoſitions, which Embeliſh and 
Adorn Humane Nature, as rendred it an exa&t Com- 
> poſition, fitly dispos'd tor the impreſſions of Moral Good- 
neſs, and the higher improvements of Religious Ver- 
tue. 

This Evenneſfs of Temper was manifeſt in the Calmneſs 
of her Spirit, not eafily ruffled by Paſſion, nor diſcom- 
pos'd by Provocation. They muſt have known her 
long, that could ſay they had once ſeen Her in Paſſion, 
and not oftner out of Humour: And if She was once 
ſeen to be Angry, it was when the Provocatian was too 
great to be put up without Reſentment, and was onely 
an Occaſion to manifeſt, that She was Liable to paſſions 
no leſs then others, but was better able to govern them 
than moſt. 

This Excellent diſpoſition of Nature, happily improv- 
ed by the Advantages of Education, Years, and Con- 
verſe, made Her a ſingular Bleſſing to that Zonourable 
Family, into which She Match'd ; and to which She be- 
came ſo endear'd in all the ſeveral Relations to it, of 
a Vertuous and — Conſort, of a tender and Indulgent 
Mother, of a kind and moſt Afﬀettionate Relation, of a 
Loving Miſtreſs, dear to her Servants, and eaſy to all 
Her Family, that each of them think they juſtly reckon 
themſelves to have the greateſt loſs, and I think it 
hard to Name any Reſpect in which it is not fo in- 
deed. Her 
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Her. prudent Management of the Afﬀairs of Fer houſe- 
hold, was Accompanied with a watchtul Care of, and 
| Regard to, the good of Her Family, thinking Her felf E- 
| qually concern'd in the Morals of her Servants, as in 
diſcharging the duty of their places ; and if at any time 
there was juſt cauſe, was an impartial Reprover of their 
Immoralities, yet with a Tenderneſs to their good, 
which ſhe took her ſelf to be always concern'd in, ex- 
preſſing a d.ſlike of their Vices by Her endeavours -for 
cheir Amendment. - 

The great Care of Fer domeſtick Affairs, was ſeen in 
being extended even to the ſmalleſt matters, which ſhe 
did not judge below Her inſpeftion, that She might nor 
ſeem Unconcern'd in any thing, that might tend to- or- 
der and good management. And the ſucceſs of it was 
ſo viſible in the whole Deportment of a well-Regulated 
Houſe, as perhaps Created Envy in ſome, but Admi- 
ration in all, and may deſerve to be imitated, where it 
cannot be equall'd, muchleſs out-done, 1t being hard to 
ſay, whetker it redounded more to Her" Fonour, or the 
ſatisfaftion of others, and muſt be lett undetermined'whe- 
ther was greater, the Plenty and Varicty, or the Choice 
and Neatneſs ot Her Entertainments. 

Amongſt other Concerns of Her Family, Zer Chit. 
dren had not the leaſt of Her Care, as well as the great- 
eſt ſhare in Her Afﬀection ; Her felt taking the pains of 
teaching them all to Read, and with the knowledge of 
Letters, inſtilling into them the early inſtructions of Pi- 
ety, and ſolid grounds of Religion, which even Chil- 
dren - are - Capable of - remembring, and ' which if due- 
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monſtrations of an endear'd Friendſhip. 
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ly Cultivated , they never forget all their life after. 


Her Reſpeft to Her Lords Relations deſerv'd a better 
Name than Kindnefs, being a Sincere AﬀeQion and Real 
Love, manifeſt on all Occafions, expreſt in all the De-

The Dutifulneſs and Obedient Regard, wherewith She 


* Honoured Her Father-in- Law, the Late Lord Delamere, 
' gave Her the ſame place in his Aﬀeions, which Na- 
; ture Challenges to the Iſſue of our own Bowels, and 
met with the equal Regard it Merited, and indeed could 


not fail to find in the excellent and ſweet Diſpoſition of 
that Zonourable Lord, viz. a reſpe that wants a proper 


| mame to Expreſs it. 


To the late Lady Dowager ſhe paid the Duty of a Daugh- 


ter,and Expreſs'd the Aﬀettion due to a Mother; then eſpe- 


cially ſeen when Her Fatal Indiſpoſition began to betray 
her danger, and call'd for the Preſence and Comfort of 
Her dear Relations ; how paſſionately did She receive 
the Summons? How follicitouſly did ſhe ſpeed to Her 
Succour, maugre the intemperance of the ſeaſon, and 
the darknefs of the Night, even to the hazard of Her 
Health, which ſhe could ſooner venture-than Conceal her 
filial Duty and Tenderneſs. 


To her Lord's Collateral Relations, ſhe was not more 
a Siſter than a Mother, nor leſs Lamented by them 


who beſt knew how to Value Her.

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To her Lord himſelf,ſhe was every thing that could En- . 
dear her to him, Faithful and Obedient,Obliging & Obſervant, 
not Curious to Gratity Her own Humour, but tocomply 
with his, ſtudying wholly what might make for his 7»- 
- tereſt, advantage, or conveniency. In all his Troubles 
and Dangers ſhe was ſtill an equal farer, and help'd to 
= make them ſeem leſs to him, by bearing fo great a part 
= of the burden her ſelf. Yet in the midſt of her Compaſ\- 
Ws ſionate Aﬀection (I may add too, Aﬀflidtion) for him, ſhe 
0 retain'd. that prudence and ſteadineſs of mind which af- 
"= forded comfort to him, and ſupport to them both. Her 
ay Zryals in that kind were very ſevere, yet born with a 
maſculine Vigour, and ſingular Diſcretion ; and when ſhe 
muſt either be divorced from the Society of her dear 
Lord, or be made cloſe Prifoner with him, ſhe begg'd for 
a Voluntary Confinement, to the loſs of her Liberty, and 
apparent hazard of her Health. And after that ſtorm 
was happily blown over, and new dangers threatned 
him abroad, and her ſelf, with all that was near and 
dear to her at home, with what Courage and Patience 
ſhe weathered thoſe gathered clouds, I need not here Re- 
late, where *tis ſo well known.

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Her Charity muſt not be forgot (the ſureff Evidence 
of fincere Devotion, and beſt Expreſſion of Religion) which

DireQtion, ſo as her Left Hand ſcarce knew what her 
Right Hand did ; giving without asking, and ſending 
where it was not look'd for ; finding out Objects ot 
Charity where Modeſty conceal d them, and making 
the Wants of others, not their Importunity, the Ground 
_ of her Liberality, feeding the Hungry, clothing the Naked, 
ſupplying the Neceſſities of the Indigent, adminiſtring not 
only Food but Phyfick, and all by ſo many various ways, 
in ſuch ſeaſonable Methods, as I am no more able to 
reckon up, than imitate. 


Yet her Alms were but a Mozety of her Charity, which 
was much more large and extentive, ( as it cannot fail to 
be where it flows from a true Charitable Diſpoſition) and 
diffus'd it ſelf through all the effets of Kindneſs and 
good Nature, which She had an Opportunity to ex- 
preſs, or a fit Objet to confer on. 


Her Courteous Mein, and Winning Afﬀability, has an 
Atteſtation ſo general, as needs nothing more than the 
bare Mention of it ; but muſt not here be omitted, leſt 
T ſeem to forget my ſelf, and wrong my Brethren of the 
Clergy, in not acknowledging the great Civility and Re- 
ſpect She ever pay'd to our Farttion, which will remain 
amongſt us a laſting Monument of Her Honour. 
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I muſt haſten to the laſt Stage of Her Life, and firſt 
Date of our Grief and Loſs, that Fatal Period, to which 
the Strength of Nature, and Flower of Age, and all
